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Tugboat Classics of Maine 


Since the 1830s tugboats have played an active part in Maine waterfront 
life. On April 9th Tugboat Classics of Maine opens in the Crooker Gallery of 
the Maritime History Building. This special temporary exhibition (through 
March 1999) will focus on the era of steam-tugs (1870-1940), with a look 
backward and forward at the history of towing in Maine. 


Unique artifacts, paintings and rare photographs will tell the story —we'll 
feature the huge steam whistle from the tug I rvington, wrecked on the Maine 
coast; a nameboard from the tugboat Maine; our newly-acquired painting 
of a tug and ship under moonlight by the Maine painter Franklin Stanwood; 
a pair of W.P. Stubbs! oil portraits of Bath-built ocean tugs; and more. 


The launch of the tug Charles W. 
Parker, Jr. at Kelley, Spear Co. in 
Bath on June 19, 1909 created a 
fanfare: 125' long, 300 tons (gross); 
oak keel, frames and planking; an 
80' main house with cabins and 
staterooms in hardwood and syca- 
more; galley and dining room 
forward (in pine); a 20' x 12' pilot 
house plus a captain's room and 
chartroom; triple-expansion steam 
engine by Bath Iron Works; and the 
whole wired for electricity. Parker's 
daughter Dorothy christened the 
new tug with American champagne 
and sent her down the ways to serve 
the Commercial Towboat Company 
of Boston, for whom her father was a 
director. MMM Collections.

10 by Cleveland H. Dodge of New 
York and then by Gordon Dexter of 
Marblehead.

Our 26th Annual Maritime History Symposium 


The 1998 Maritime History Symposium will be held 
May 1-3, the 26th time we have gathered on the first 
full weekend of May to share stories, theories, and 
the results of recent research and other work, along 
with personal seafaring experience. This year we'll 
enjoy a weekend of eclectic presentations of consid- 
erable interest. 


Joshua M. Smith, current Ph.D. candidate at the 
University of Maine, has been exploring some rarely- 
used historical sources, and will present a paper on 
“Smugglers and Violence in Coastal Maine, 1807- 
1815.” He will concentrate on the Peggy incident of 
1808, in which five men died in Penobscot Bay. 


Capt. William E. Abbott of Belfast, Maine, son of a 
Penobscot Bay pilot and himself a pilot, will talk about 
his decades of experience on “Pen Bay.” We're happy 
to continue our tradition of presenting speakers with 
real sea time. 


Jake Koopman of the New England Steamship 
Foundation will talk about “Rebuilding the Steamer 
Nobska.” His slide talk will document the recent work 
on this 1925 coastal steamer built at Bath Iron Works. 


f+ Historian Kenneth R. Martin will deliver a lecture 
on the whale fishery carried on from the port of Ports- 
mouth, New Hampshire. He is currently in the pro- 
cess of preparing a book on this topic, which is docu- 
mented by a number of interesting logbooks. 


Lynn Marie Richard of the Maritime Museum of 
the Atlantic in Halifax, Nova Scotia, has been re- 
searching shipwrecks on Sable Island, Nova Scotia, 
including doing field work on the island. Her slide 
program on this subject will make special mention 
of Maine and New England vessels which have come 
to grief on this dangerous and remote bit of sand. 


Several other exciting speakers are currently being 
engaged. Members will receive registration forms 
with the complete roster within a month. Regular 
attendees should note a change of venue this year. 
For a number of years, most of the programs have 
been held at Bath’s Senior Citizens Center. This year, 
we will be using a newly-renovated community hall 
belonging to the Bath Savings Institution on Front 
Street. The Friday evening reception and the Satur- 
day evening program will be held at the Museum as 
usual. More details will be available soon!

However, during 1997 an unusually exciting schedule of exhibits, 
programs and events attracted strong visitation, with the result that income from admissions, 
membership, educational programs and Museum Store sales (which together comprise 91% of 
earned income) all reached new highs. A bit of wizardry perhaps, but the richest possible com- 
pliment to those who design and execute these activities - the very heart and soul of your mu- 
seum! 


Similar but opposite magic has been worked upon the operating expense side of the ledger, 
making it possible for us to present, once again, a bottom line which shows a small but always 
welcome excess of income over expense at year’s end.

The year ahead brings us many new opportunities to further expand our reach: the completion 
and publication of A Shipyard in Maine: Percy & Small and the Great Schooners; a variety of 
participatory activities which will add adventure, dimension and excitement to the Percy and 
Small Shipyard; a much-needed meeting and dining addition to the Maritime History Building; 
and added endowment to help support present and future projects, staff and plant. 


To help expand our audience and improve plant utilization, during July and August the Mu- 
seum will present a four-week Decorator’s ShowHouse in Donnell House. New exhibitions in 
the Maritime History Building include We Remember: The Battleship Maine, to commemorate the 
100th anniversary of the sinking of the USS Maine; Tugboat Classics of Maine, with a tugboat 
symposium and, hopefully, a rendezvous of historic and modern tugboats. 


On behalf of the Museum, its Trustees, Staff, Volunteers and myriad friends, I would like to 
extend our most heartfelt thanks to all the individuals, foundations and companies listed herein 


who each year give of themselves in so many ways to support our lifeline to the present and to 
the future.

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Another Mystery: This intriguing 
photograph (above) is taken from a 
carte-de-visite-sized (4.25”x 2.5”) 
print associated with the O’Brien 
family of Thomaston. Judging from 
her single topsails, the ship was built 
before the mid-1850s, when double 
topsails became the standard rig very 
quickly. The photograph was almost 
certainly taken before 1865. 


The owner of the original photo 
believed it to be the 1874 O’Brien 
ship Alida, but the vessel in this 
photograph is much older. Another 
ship that has been suggested is 
O'Brien's 1854 ship S. Curling, 
though square-rigger expert Andrew 
Nesdall does not believe it looks like 
the Curling. Unfortunately, there 
are no clues as to where the photo- 
graph was made. Does anyone have 
other ideas about identifying this 
vessel? If so, contact Nathan Lipfert 
in the MMM Library. 
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Last Issue’s Puzzler Solved ... Maybe 


We do not have a final answer yet on the Puzzler from last issue, but 
we have some good clues from a couple of friends of the Museum. The 
photograph shows a group of men in front of the shop of E. Bucknam, 
Shipwright, with the street number 245. Bath’s City Manager John 
Bubier discovered a Bucknam family website on the Internet, and may 
have found the route to the identification of the image. It seems there 
was an Ezra Bucknam, shipwright, born in Columbia, Maine, in 1806, 
who ran a screw dock operation in New York City. A screw dock is an 
early form of lift dock for getting vessels out of the water for repair and 
maintenance. Bucknam’s docks were at Winter Street, and then moved 
to South Street, according to the website operator, Charles H. Bucknam. 
The business was passed on to a son and nephew in 1867. The photo- 
graph may well have been taken after 1867. A look at some New York 


city directories may tell us how the street number 245 fits into this 
theory. 


An alternative suggestion is supplied by David Schurman, who be- 
lieves the buildings resemble ones on Commercial Street in Portland. 
His idea, he admits, would require that buildings on that street have 
been re-numbered at some point, a not-unusual circumstance in many 
communities. So we have a fallback possibility if the New York con- 


nection should prove to be a red herring. Watch this space for future 
updates! 
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Dates Set for Victorian 
ShowHouse in Donnell House 


The Designers' Victoriarr ShowHouse Committee 
has finalized dates for the summer ShowHouse in 
Donnell House, the museum's 19th-century shipown- 
ers' home on Washington Street. 


The Victorian Designers' ShowHouse will open on 
Saturday, July 18 and will continue through Sunday, 
August 16. Hours of operation will be 10 a.m. to 4 
p-m. Tuesdays, Wednesdays, Fridays, Saturdays and 
Sundays; and 10 a.m. to 8 p.m. on Thursdays. The 
ShowHouse will be closed Mondays. 


On January 22 more than 35 interior designers and 
landscape designers visited the Museum to see the 
house and examine rooms which will be available 
for their design treatments. A mid-February dead- 
line was set by the ShowHouse Committee to receive 
proposals for room and outdoor landscape designs. 


The Museum's impressive shipowners' home will be 
transformed by the selected designers as they create 
inspiring, updated Victorian room settings. Prepara- 
tions have already begun. Many modern alterations 
(including some walls) are being removed. Floors 
and ceilings are under repair. 


Monro Associates, a renowned Portland landscape 
planning and design firm has donated its time and 
talent to prepare a historical landscape analysis of 
the site. Their extraordinary contribution will allow 
the ShowHouse Committee to guide the Victorian- 
era landscaping plan.

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An Enduring Bark 
Highlights Year-end Gifts 


The Museum ended 1997 with a recent record num- 
ber of gifts of artifacts and library materials. More 
than 130 individual donation events added mea- 
surably to the Library and “three-dimensional” col- 
lections. Our generous donors are acknowledged 
in the Annual Report, included within this issue of 
The Rhumb Line. 


In December we proudly received an important 
Chinese ship-portrait (see back) of the bark Island 
City, built at Bowman's Point, Farmingdale —just 
above Gardiner on the western shore of the 
Kennebec River—in 1852. Oddly, she is shown 
with a later double-topsail rig, and she flies the 
“Red Duster” of the British merchant marine. 


The painting was purchased from a London gal- 
lery by Trustee Michael and Chantal Jennings and 
given by them in memory of their long-time 
friend Lewis John (Jake) Sheaffer (1905-93) of 
Farmingdale, a U.S. Naval Academy graduate 
(Class of 1927) and former General Manager and 
Treasurer of the R.P. Hazzard Company in 
Gardiner, Maine. 


Elbridge G. Pierce, born at Hallowell December 19, 
1801 built the Island City. She was the penultimate 
and nearly the largest vessel from his quarter-cen- 
tury of shipbuilding at Hallowell, Pittston, 
Gardiner and Farmingdale. She measured 550 tons; 
134 x 30 x 15 feet, and was initially registered to 
Boston for the firm of Pierce & Bacon. 


Just after the Civil War the Island City disappeared 
from both the American Lloyd’s and the Lloyd’s Reg- 
ister, but reemerged in the early 1880s at N ewcastle, 
New South Wales, Australia. She was later owned 
in Sydney. At that point, 30 years old, rerigged, 
and registered British her portrait was made by a 
now-anonymous “pierhead painter” at a Chinese 
port-of-call, probably Hong Kong. 


The Jennings' generous gift helps us tell at least 
two stories—one about shipbuilding above Rich- 
mond on the Kennebec, and another one about the 
desirability of Maine-built hulls, even when three 
decades old. The Island City’s stark black-and- 
white paint job makes her a beauty to see, too!
